WORKMEN 
SPURN. 
DELEGATES 


The Kowloon Dock- 
yard shut-out went into 
effect. yesterday morning 
while a deputation claim- 
ing to represent all em- 
ployees of the Taikoo 
Dockyard presented a 30- 
hour ultimatum to the 


management. 

A strike at the latte? Dock- 
yard would appenr to be most 
unlikely, however, as over half 
the workers promptly sent other 
representatives to explain that 
the original deputation did not 
represent them at all and that 
they intended to continue work- 
ing as usual, 

Some 3,000 werkmen are report- 
ed to be out of work as a result 
of the: Kowloon Dockyard  shut- 
out. In the morning, a crowd of 
about 200 collected outside the 
yard: .and tried to prevent the 
yard foremen from entering, 

After European officials of the 
yard had intervened, howevor, the 
foremen were ‘permitted’ to ‘nass 
into the yard without further 
molestation. Extra police have 
heen on duty in the aren since 
Saturday. os, 

At 9 o'clock yestersny morning, 
n deputation claiming: to represent 
all the employees of Taikoo Dock- 
yard presented an ultimatum to 
the management to the effect that, 
unless the Contract System of 
employment was immediately sus- 
pended, the workers would go “on 
strike at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 

Half the workmen at Taikoo are 
employed on tho Contract System, 
which was -wo-introduced six 
months age and has resulted in 
the speeding-up of repairs to bad- 
ly needed shinning tonnage. 

Yesterday afternoon, . however, 
-representatives of the 2,000, con- 

__tract workers«in the Yard called 
on the management to dastrd them 
of their’ intention to continue at 
work. :

Aid To Hong Kong 


We on our side sre doing all 
we can to help you—and we 
hope to do more, though I'm 
not making any -promises. The 
other day when vour food situa- 
tion was very bad indeed we 
were able to help by diverting a 
ship carrying thlour from another 
country in South Bast Asia. 
And we again just recently have 
helped you avert what would 
have been a crisis in a few 
weeks by squeezing another 
shipload ont ef the authorities 
—to be shared between you and 
Borneo, 


The food problems of South 
East Asia are naturally closely 
bound with those of neighbour- 
ing territoriea—-In particular 
with two vast areas which are 
more vitally concerned than any

These ‘allocations for tho acvond 
Quarter of this year, that ds April, 
‘May and June, were bated upon 
an estimated «availability from 
al! South East Asla sources of 
286,000 toys. But unfortunately, 
the actual availiabilitls will bo 
well below the estimate. It is 
unlikely that the actual exports 
from all Soyth-East ‘Asin sources 
between the 1st April ond tho 
80th June, will greatly exceed 200,- 
000 tons, or 70 per cont of the 
estimate. This thas involved a 30 
Der cent cut in all allocations ont 
of the South Enst ‘Asia pool, and 
reduces Hong Kong's expectation 
to some 13,000 tons of rico. You 
verhaps know that Hong Kong’s 
requirements for the poriod were 
41,600 tons; but the Combined 
Food Board allocated only 20,000 
tons.

Civil War 
Starts In N. 
China Again 


Nanking, June 10. 

Field despatches re- 
ceived here today report- 
ed bloody fighting has 
erupted in North and 
Central, China, despite 
the current 15 day truce 

A Peiping despatch said a 
Government spokesman told of 
“heavy -casualtics” in the battl- 
ing to retain the important rail 
city of Tehsien in Shantung ; 
Province, 70 miles of Tsinan. 
the provincial capital. 

The spokesman said 20,000 
Communists attacked the city 
on Friday night—hours after 
the truce became: active.. The 
fall of the city is imminent,. tho 
spokesman added. 

He said a truce team’s at- 
tempts to halt the fighting out- 
side Tehsien was futile as they 
could not get outside the city 
from their quarters inside. Ex- 
tremely heavy fighting was go- 
ing on at the time the deapat- 
ches were received, 

Chinese newspaper despatches 
in Poiping said that both Com- 
munist and Government forces 
claimed possessicn of the strate- 
gic port of Yingkow in- Man- 
churia, 100 miles south-west of 
Mukden, and the ateel city of 
Anshan, 55 miles below Mukden, 
at the mement the truce was to 
bave frozen them in their posi- 
tions. 

The Chinese Central Nowa 
Agency reported that all Shan- 
tung towns in the vicinity of 
Tehsien were under Communist 
attack up to Inst Friday, and 
added that the Reds had des- 
treyed sections of the railroad.

NEW .GOVERNOR 
IN BURMA 


Rangoon, June 10. 

With the arrival today of Sir 
Henry Knight. who will act as 
Governor of Burmn during Sir 
Reginald Dorman-Smith's indis- 
position, a new effor: to brenk 
the political dewllock in Burma 
is generally expected. 

General Auny San, President 
of the Anti-Fascist, League, 
publicly announced on Friday 
the failure of the talke between 
the League and Sir Reginald 
Dorman-Smith but indicated 
that the League was keen on 
peaceful settlements, The 
League did not believe in rigid 
action but was prepared for an 
honourable compromise. he said, 

The rejection of the demand 
by former Premier t'. Saw for 
investing the Governor’s Coun- 
cil with pre-war ministerial 
powers led to the resignation of 
two members of the Council and 
their places have not yet been 
filled, 

While in London, Sir Dor- 
man-Smith will give a first-hand 
account of conditions in Burma 
to the British Cabinet. 

It is' doubtful if the Ixecu- 
tive Councillors will give sta- 
tutory ministerial powers in the 
absence of an ciccted legislature, 
although by convention they 
-have the samo powers as the 
old council ministers, 

Although without knowledge 
of Burma, Sir Henry Knight, 
who was senior ndvisor to the 
Governor of Bombay, has wide 
administrative experience and 
comes to Burma with fresh out- 
Jook and an open mind, 

The success of Sir Henry’s: 
effort depends on how far he 
and the Leagu2 ure prepared to 
accommodate cach usher. One

Bournemouth, June 10. 
Enthusiastic applause 
reeted some of the re- 
erences to Russia. and 

atomic energy secrecy 

made by’ Professor Har- 
old ' Laski,. Chairman of 
the British Labour Party 
at the biggest annual 
conference ever held by 

_ the British Labour Party, 

which opened here today. 


International questions were 
much to the fore in’ Professor 
Laski's speech. He took the 
stand with modernte critics of 
the policy of the Foreign Se- 
eretary, Mr. Ernest Bevin, and 
made criticiams 91 such issues 
as Spain, Greeca, Palestine and 
methods of revruitment in the 
diplomatic service. 

When Professor Laski asked 
the conference (which 
1,170 delegates representing a 
voting strength of 3,289,000) 
to authorise the General Secre- 
tary to send a cable of .“greet- 
ings and goodwill” to the new 
Italian republic, the delegates 
enthusiastically shouted “Agre- 
ed!” This will be the first 
measnge fram the British La- 
bour Party to the Government 
of a former enemy country. 

“When the report of the 
Standing Orders Committee was 
presented, it was — announced 
that all five resolutions on re- 
lations with tha Soviet. Union 
had been withdrawn in favour 
of the composite resolution call- 
ing on the Government to fos- 
ter an attitud2 of sympathy, 
friendship and understanding 
with Russia, 

“Fascism In Britain” 

The conferenc: fussed o re- 
solution, asking the Government 
“ty take drastic action to pre- 
vent the rebirth of Fasciam in 
Britain.” Another resolution, 
asking for the introduction of 
new legislature against Fas- 
cism, will be debated. 

On the question of aMliation 
of the Communist Party to. the 
Labour Party, which will be one 
of the big issues of the confer- 1 
ence at Wednesday's seasion, it 
was announced that all eight re- 
solutions on the subject had 
been withdrawn, except one by 
the Amalgamated Fngineering 
Union, accepting application, on 
the understanding that the Com- 
munijsts woula give.. an under- 
taking to conform ¢» the consti- 
tution of the Lubowe Party, — 
Reuter.

Tuning In To | 
The BBC. 


Post-war radio nets, in’ most 
cases at prices which may well 
be considered » reasonable, are 
now coming onto the Hong 
Kong market, with further ship- 
ments due here very shortly, 
Many of the cld sete, too, have 
been converted buck to allwave 
reception and are giving their 
owners faithful service. 

News has now been received 
by the “China Mail” from the 
BBC, giving tie latest recom. 
mendutions for dial tunings 
which should give the best re- 
sults at various times duting 
the day. 

At the same time, it should 
be stressed that these recom- 
mendations are not intended as 
a permanent guido. In short- 
wave long-digtance broadcast- 
ing, climatic and other influen; 
ces affect the efficiency of the 
various wave-bands, which are 
often “unsuitable “at different 
‘times of the year, making it 
difficult to forecuss more than 
two or three months ahead. 

ven then, leew. conditions 
may be such that 1 switch to 
another wavebund —, even one 
which has not been particularly 
good in the pass — will often 
"bring in” the required station 
when cone “narmai" waveband 
is giving only the. poorest re- 
sulta, 

A common fault, too, is that 
of turning the tuning knob too 
fast. A careless tuner will 
often report “Oh, there’s noth- 
ing on” whereas the. slow, care- 
ful .tuner will being in one 
station after another at almost 
any time of th: day or night.
